The United 
States, indignant os it is over Japan's 
consistent record of aggression, doca 
not wish to send the American Navy 
to fight a war In distant waters. 


And there ore several considera- 
tlons that may restrain Japan from 
taking the final plunge Into war, 
even though recent developments 
have certainly brought the threat of 
conflict closer. In the first place, 
Japan is now really beginning to 
feel the strain of the war in China 
that has been golng on for more 
than three years with little prospect 
of nn carly decision, 


Sugar has been put on a meager 
ration of less than a‘ pound a month.

Opium ‘poppies arc blooming 
again on the plain'of North 
Chinn and in greater quantity 
than Inst.’ year, . when, they 
showed themselves for the first 
_time for many years, 


‘Such conditions ‘render sus- 
pect the so-called oplum-sup- 
pression policy of the “New 
Order" government in North 
China. eae 


White poppies can’ be seen 
growing within a two-hour. train 
journey from Peiping. itself. A 
count of opium patches seen 
from a-car window, limited to 
those within ‘easy reach of the 
railway, revenled several hun= 
dred plantings. Compared with 
the extent of poppy growing last 
year the current crop bids well 
to pass that of last year at least 
four times—others claim it to be 
as much as ten times higher. 


Poppies are sprouting in the 
region between Peiping and the 
Great Wall, in the eastern pro- 
vince of Shantung—where de- 
crees are idsued = regularly 
calling for its suppression—and 
.on the central plain of the moun- 
tain-bound Province of Shansi. 
Relinble investigations of opium 
planting in this latter area re- 
veal from 10 ta 20 percent. of 
the cultivable land being devoted, 
to the drug plants. Since 180 
ounces of opium can be drained 
from an acre of poppics—and 
an ounce of the drug goes 0 long 
way—such a quantity of: land 
planted with the poppy is quite 
substantial.

It said in part: “Opium plant-- 


dng farmers. Do not misunder- 
stand this fact—to plant opium 
is to increase your income. 
Rumours are abroad that if you 
plant opium and-have a small 
harvest because of drought sor 
other natural calamity, the 
Government will still tax your 
opium fields. Some of you, fear- 
ing such taxes, have rooted out 
all opium shoots which have not 
been growing well. If you 
suffer losses for these reasons, 
you are. only charming yourself. 


“You must know that the 
Government secks to protect the 
people. How can it harm you? 


“The Pipe 


If the opium is not fully grown, 
or if there are natural calami- 
ties . you’ may- report them. 
Following an investigation, the 
tax levy may be decreased in ac- 
cordance with the extent of the 
calamity. You must. not con- 
ceal your opium land but must 
correctly report it. You must 
believe that ‘the Government 
seeks only to protect you.” —
